sive Dispatch.} There is com-

standpoint. if at all. None of those 
Senators who for months have been 
working every political scheme known 
to man to get the Cuban Reciprocity 
Bill through Congress will declare to- 
night that the bill will ever be heard 
from again. With that bill out of 
the way, all signs of disruption in the 
party will disappear. and the Senate 
and House leaders will attempt to de- 
vise relief for Cuba that wil) be et- 
fective without damaging American in- 
terests. 

When it became apparent this morn- 
ing that the reciprocity bill was de- 
feated, no fewer than a dozen Senators 
who have been upon the reciprocity 
side came over to the beet-sugar side 
and lined up for protection. They 
seemed glad beyond expression that 
this difficult subject had been disposed 
of in some fashion.

si TEXT OF SPOONER BILL. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—The 
publican members of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Cuban Relations today fin- 
ally agreed to accept the Spooner bill, 
providing for reciprocity with Cuba, 
and decided to ask that a conference 
of Republican Senators be called for 
tomorrow night to consider its terms. 
This conclusion was reached at a meet- 


| ing of the Republican members of the 


committee today. After the meeting 
adjourned, the text of the bill was 
made public. It is a substitute for the 
House bill, and is as follows: 

“When the republic of Cuba shall 
have enacted a law or laws establish- 
ing preferential rates of customs du- 
ties on any or all articles, the growth, 
production or manufacture of the 
United States imported into Cuba, 
which preferential rates shall, in the 
opinion of the people of the United 
States, constitute a satisfactory equiv- 
alent of the reduction hereinafter pro- 
vided in the rate of duties upon ar-

WASHINGTON, June 17.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch] Sen- 
ator Quay, of Pennsylvania, 
is a member of the Senate

the bill. Mr. Quay wants the 
bill passed at this session, and 
the action of the committee 
made him so angry that toJay 
he gave notice in the Senate 
that, immediately after the 
canal bill hae been voted up- 
on, he will move to have the 
Territories Committee dis- 
charged from consideration 
of the bill. That would bring 
the Statehood bill before the 
Senate and make its consider- 
ation and passage possible. 

It takes a majority of the 
Senate to discharge a commit- 
tee from consideration of a 
bill. Senator Quay says he 
has fifty Senators who will 
stand with him when he 
makes his motion. He says 
the President is with him in 
pressing the Statehood bill 
for Arizona, New Mexico and 
Oklahoma now. Delegate 
Flynn of Oklahoma says that 
he knows to a certainty that a 
majority of the Senate favors 
immediate consideration of 
the bill giving Statehood to 
all three Territories. 

Senator Bard, who is also a 
member of the Territories 
Committee, said tonight that 
the Senate leaders felt no 
alarm over Mr. Quay’s notice, 
believing that the Senate will 
refuse to agree to the motion.

BLACKFOOT (Idaho) June 17.—The 
Fort Hall Indian Reservation, includ- 
ing 418,000 acres, nearly 100,000 of which 
consists of fine farming land, was 
thrown open for gettiement at noon 
today. Exactly on tha hour of noon, 
nearly 2000 people, old men, boys and 
Indians, who had been waiting eagerly, 
some of them for lweeks for the opening 


line in a wild scramble for land and 
mining claims. Every conceivable kind 
of transportation was used. Many had 
arranged for relays of horses in order 
te locate and get to the Blackfoot land 
office before others could file, paying 
as mutch as $30 for the use of one horse 
for a few hours. At Blackfoot, long 
before the noon hour, immense crowds 
of spectators formed in front of the 


on the roofs of adjoining buildings, 
watching for the first arrivals. 

J. R. Mullen and F. E. Dekay of Poca- 
tello were the first to reach Blackfoot. 
Shortly after 1 o'clock the spectators 
saw a cloud of dust rapidly approach- 
ing on the road, stretching out to the 
southwest. Soon two dusty, choking 
riders were made out, whipping and 
spurring, running neck and neck on 
horses that seemed ready to drop dead 
from exhaustion. Exactly one hour 
and fifteen minutes from the time they 
had left Pocatello, twenty-six miles 
away, the two riders, Mullen and De- 
kay, leaped from their horses in front 
of the Land Office, Mullen securing the 
coveted first position. Each man had 
used four relays of horses en route. 
They finished not more than fifteen 
feet apart.

“Sooners” simply swarmed over the 
reservation. In spite of the utmost 
vigilance of the police and deputies, 
who drove out scores, other hundreds 
succeeded in getting into the reserve 
long before the hour of opening arrived, 
and many men, after making the race 
to Blackfoot to file their entries, found 
that the land they had run for had 
been pre-empted by parties who could 
not possibly have remained off the 
rservtion until 12 o'clock today. Much 
feeling has been aroused over this 
fact, and many contests will take place. 

The exodus of the ‘“sooners” was 
noticed in the crowds that gathered on 
the reservation boundaries near Po- 
catello today. t night there were 
thousands in the tity waiting for the 
opening hour. Today when the big 
whistle of the Oregon Short Line shops 
blew the noon hour, marking the time 
of opening, hundreds had disappeared, 
and those who took part in the mad 
rush found “sooners” in all parts of 
the reservation. 

The chief interest in Pocatello cen- 


| tered in the mineral lands, and prob- 


ably a thousand claims were staked 
out within six or seven miles of the 
city today. Probably half of those 
who took part in the rush were armed, 
but in spite of this and the fact that 
in scores of instances, many men were 
after the same claim, no personal en- 
counters took place.

STEWART FAVORS NICARAGUA. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.3 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Perkins made a strong ap- 
peal for the adoption of the Nicaragua 
route, maintaining that in every essen- 
tial respect it was far superior to the 
Panama route.

Referring to the argument of Mr.

He dis- 
cussed at length the climatic condi- 
tions as regards health of both Nica- 
Tagua and Panama, indicating that 
Panama showed no difficulties that 
could not be overcome easily by mod- 
ern ecientific methods. 

Mr. Morgan, in charge of the bill, 
said there had been raised no “false 
cry” about the health conditions in 
Panama. It had been shown by the 
experience of all mankind that Panama 
was one of the most anhealthful 
places on the face of the globe. A re- 
mark made by Mr. M an was re- 
garded as significant, as bly fore- 
shadowing the result of the vote 
Thureday. Referring to the alleged 
wrong-doing by the Panama Canal 
Company, he said: “The people be- 
lieve it now, and when this substitute 
is passed they will know it.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan's 
speech the following bills were passed:

BANKRUPTCY ACT.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The House 
entered upon the consideration of the 
bill to amend the Bankruptcy Act. Mr. 
Ray, in charge of the bill, spoke in its 
support. He said that 90 per cent. of 
the replies to inquiries he had sent 
broadcast over the country, favored the 
retention of the present law; 7 per 
cent. desired it repealed or amended 
provisions of 
the pending bill, and 3 per kent. de- 

Sired it amended. He explained t- 

teen amendments proposed to the law. 

the most important of which, he said 
remedied a defect in the present law 
regarding preference. Under the Su- 
preme Court decision in the 
case of Pierce vs. the Chi- 
cago § Title and Trust Company 
the court held that payment made in 
good faith after actual insolvency, 
though in due course of trade, without 
intention of making preference, must 
be surrendered before the creditor who 
received such payment could prove 
the balance of hig debt. This never 
Was intended by e framers of the 


Constitution. 


Mr. Clayton of Alabama declared 
that the present act was the most 
drastic and oppressive law ever en- 
acted, so far as the unfortunate debtor 
Was concerned. He suggested that 
nearly all the circulars sent out by the 
chairman of the committee had gone 
to wholesale merchants and jobbers, 
referees in bankruptcy and other court 
officials interested in the cost features 
of the law. He delleved the law 
should be repealed, instead of being 
amended, .and gave notice that, at the 
proper time, the minority would offer 
as a substitute a bill to repeal the ex- 
isting law in toto. 

Mr. De Armond of Missour! favored 
the repeal] of the present act. He said 
he was one of those who believed that 
any Dankruptcy law shoull have a lim- 
ited life, and that no law should be 
enacted except after periods of de- 
pression to relieve those overwhelmed 
with debt. 

De Armond offered an amendment to 
strike out all after the enacting clause 
and to substitute a provision for the 
repeal of the existing bankruptcy law. 
An additional section was added on 
motion of Mr. Ray, which provided 
that when a debtor walved his ex- 
emption, he could not thereafter claim 
them under the law of the State in 
which he lived. The vote was then 
taken on Mr. De Armond's motion, 
which was lost, by 6 to 137. The bill 
was then passed without division. 

Bills also were passed providing for 
the punishment of United States pris- 
oners for crimes committed while con- 
fined in State institutions: to inerease 
the fees of jurors in United States 
courts from $2 to $3 per day; to allow 
appeals from final rulings of the Gen- 
eral Land Office to the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia; to incor- 
porate the Society of the Army,of San- 
tiago de Cuba; for the appdéintment 
of five additional United States com- 
missloners and five additional consta- 
les in the Indian Territory.

BELL’S TRUST BILL. 


REQUIRES GENERAL PUBLICITY. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—Represen- 
tative Bell of Colorado introduced to- 
day a trust bill covering the recom- 
mendations of the Industrial Commis- 
sion, of which he was a member. His 
dill provides for general publicity of 
corporations dealing with the public in 
inter-State business. It requires state- 
ments to be filed annually with the 
Secretary of the Treasury, showing 
full iculars of business; requires 
the Becretary of the Treasury to clas- 
sify all stock into such as has been pak’ 
for into cash or its equivalent, and 
such as is usually called inflated or 
watered stock. All of the second-class 
is required to be assessed by the 
United States at 2 per cent. per annum. 

Any railroad company discriminat- 
ing against communities or persons 
in interstate transportation shall be 
enjoined, and if the injunction order 
is violated, it shall become the duty 
of de United States Circuit Court 
to put such company into the hands of 


a receiver and to operate the com-

FORCED TO CLOSE DOWN. 
— — 


PECULIAR CIRCUMSTANCE THAT 
LED TO STRIKE. 

Management Refused to Discharge 
Five Girls Whose Only Offense Was 


That They Had Relatives Working in 
the Mines in Place of Strikers. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.} 
 WILKESBARRE (Pa.) June 17.—Be- 
cause the general manager would not 
discharge five girls whose relatives are 
still at work in the mines, the Wilkes- 
barre Lace Manufacturing Company, 
the largest in the United States, was 
compelled to shut down today. Some 
1000 persons are affected. The lace 
makers and cotton workers are strongly 
organized and have been helping the 
striking miners in every way possible. 

It appears the lace makers learned 
that relatives of the five girls were 
working in the mines and the girls 
were given the alternative of either 
quitting the hace mill or having their 
relatives quit the collieries. Failing 
this the Cotton. Workers’ Union re- 
quested the discharge of the girls, but 
the manager refused to comply. The 
employés of the cotton department 
thereupon quit. The manager asked 
the weavers what they intended to do, 
and after a meeting the weavers re- 
plied that they could not work with 
unfair“ workers, and also quit. The 
shutting down of the lace mill was the 
only development in the Wyoming re- 
gion today. 

Ther is a persistent rumor afloat that 
non-union men will be brought into the 
coal fields to mine coal. This cannot 
be done because practically all the an- 
thracite miners in the country are lo- 
cated in this region and all are on 
strike. New men cannot take their 
Places, because under the laws of 
Pennsylvania no man can be employed 
as a miner without having first ob- 
tained a certificate showing that he 
has had two years experience in an- 
thracite mining. These certificates are 


| issued by examining boards composed 


of miners appointed by the presiding 
judge of each county in which anthra- 
cite coal is produced. The only way 
the companies can start their collier- 
les by a break in the ranks of the 
strikers. At present there is no indi- 
ation of a break.

George W. Monteith is a lawyer who 
has made politics his chief pursuit.

Monteith selected San Rafael as his 
base of operations, and was elected 
chairman of the Republican County 
Committee of Marin county in 1893, but 
after a few months his fellow-members 
on the committee repudiated him, de- 
claring he had shown bad faith.

The bull crowd forced corn to the 
front, at Chicago yesterday, and July 
shot up 3% cents to 67% at the close. 
Wheat was steady. Prices were irregu- 
lar in the New York stock market. 
There was active liquidation in Sugar, 
owing to unfavorable opinion of the 
chances of Cuban reciprocity in the 
Senate. 


AGE SEVERELY ARRAIGNED. 

The Times recently published the 
resolutions condemnatory of Gov. 
Gage and the Mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, adopted at the regular annual 
conference of the health officers of 
Indiana, together with representatives 
of thé State Boards of Health of Ohio 
and Kentucky. This conference of 
sanitary experts was held at Indian- 
apolis, on April 25, 1902. The resolu- 
tions adopted related to the action of 
Gov. Gage, aided and abetted by Mayor 
Phelan of San Francisco, in suppres- 
sing. so far as possible, the facts as 
to the existence of bubonic plague in 
San Francisco. They severely, but 
justly, condemned the Governor, not 
merely for attempting to suppress the 
facts, but for trying to discredit the 
competency and veracity of the ex- 
perts who declared that bubonic 
plague existed; for “forcing the res- 
ignation of certain members of the 
State Board of Health because they 
concurred in the expert conclusions:” 
for “seeking to unduly influence the 
United States Treasury Department: 
and “for making denial of the ex- 
istence of plague a condition of ap- 
pointment to the vacancies caused by 
the above resignations.” 

The resolutions declare that the 
facts as to the existence of bubonic 
plague in San Franeisco were fully 
established, beyond all question, in 
the opinion of these sanitary experts. 
“The Board of Health of the city of 
San Francisco, composed of honorable 
gentlemen, distinguished for their 
scientific attainments, and holding the 
entire confidence of their associates 
and the public, published the facts in 
thelr monthly report to the city gov- 
ernment, submitting therein all nec- 
essary data. The existence of the 
plague in said city was af rd con- 


‘firmed by an expert sent there by 


the United States Marine Hospital 
Service; also by an expert employed 
by the State Board of Health, and 
finally by a commission of eminent 
bacteriologists of international fame, 
whose sole interest in the matter 
was to know the truth.” 

This formidable array of. expert 
testimony should have been sufficient 
to establish the fact of the existence 
of the plague beyond all dispute. The 
fact of the presence of the disease 
having thus been established, it was 
the plain duty of the Governor, and 
of all other officials, to codperate 
‘with the health authorities in the 
work of stamping it out. But Gov. 
Gege—who is not, and has never 
claimed to be, an expert bacterio!- 
ogist—-made an alleged investigation, 
and soon reached the conclusion that 
there had been no cases of bubonic 
plague in San Francisco. He pro- 
claimed his conclusions with a great 
deal of unnecessary officiousness and 
bembast, even making flamboyant 
threats against the United States au- 
thorities, to the disgust of every sen- 
sible citizen of California. 

Governor's short-sighted, ridic- 


ulous and indefensible course in this 
affair did more than anything else to 
i California, by advertising far 
de the existence of the dread 
disease in San Francisco. If he had 
adopted a sensible and prudent course 
of procedure, codéperating with the 
health authorities for the suppression 
of the disease (or, better still. if he 
had attended strictly to his guberna- 
torial duties, and had allowed the 
Federal and local health autaorities 
in San Francisco to attend to their 
duties) all would have been well. 
Prompt and effective measures would 
have been taken to prevent the spread 
of the disease, everything needful 
would have been done quietly and in 
order, and the unnecessary alarm 
over two or three cases of the plague 
might have been, in a large degree, 
spared. The Governor's ostentatious 
and ridiculous defiance of the na- 
tional government—anid of practically 
everything and everybody—gave the 
affair wide publicity, caused serious 
injury to California, and made the 
Governor himself more or less a 
public laughing-stock, not merely in 
California, but throughout the country. 
The strong resolutions adopted at 


the sanitary convention held at In- 


dianapolis, as above noted, will bear 
repetition in part. They ciosed as fol- 
lows: 

“Sixth—We affirm that in every 
State, Territory and municipality of 
the United States where the represent- 
atives of the people have enacted 
laws for the pfotection of the lives 
and health of their citizens and have 
appointed boards whose duty it is io 
execute those laws, the citizens of said 
States, Territories and municipalities 
have a right to hold said boards to 
the faithful performance of their du- 
ties, and to the prompt and effectual 
use of every means which the law 
allows and sanitary science approves 
for the prevention of the introduction 
and the spread of epidemic diseases. 

“Seventh—We further affirm that in 
the employment of such means it is 
absolutely necessary to notify the pub- 
lic of the presence of said epidemic 
disease, point out the locality in 
which it has appeared, indicate its 
progress, etc., in order that the pub- 
lic, having knowledge, may codéperate 
in its extinction. 

“Eighth—We further affirm that in 
pursuance of these measures and in 
answer to the rightful demands of 
citizens for protection, infected houses 
should be placarded conspicuousiy, 
and if found necessary, guards should 
be employed and detention and isola- 
tion hospitals erected; in the employ- 
ment of which measures, together 


with general disinfection, publicity 
should be courted rather than 
avoided. | 
“Ninth—We further affirm that. 


where the responsibility of protecting 
the public health rests soleiy upon said 
boards, no other authority, however 
high, should thrust itself between 
them and their duties, and where in- 
dividuals or corporations Interfere to 
prevent the discharge of said duties, 
such should be made amenable to the 
law. 

“Lastly, we call upon sanftary as- 
sociations, boards of health, medical 
and scientific associations throughout 
the country to join with us.” 

These resolutions were fully and 
freely discussed, and after such dis- 
cussion were adopted unanimously. 
They indicate clearly the estimation 
in which Gov. Gage is held, outside 
of this State, by men whose duty it 
is to study sanitary questions, from 
a scientific standpoint. Our worthy 
Governor has succeeded, in a variety 
of ways, in making himself ridiculous.

bubonic-plague campaign.

HE PROPOSED BANK COMBINE. 
Having effected the organization 
of the principal steel interests of the 
country, and the leading steamship in- 
terests of the Atlantic Ocean, financiers 
who arrange these deals, at a profit 
of many millions of dollars to them- 
selves, their appetite whetted by these 
little bites, are looking around for 
further financial fields to conquer. 
As reported recently in the press dis- 
patches, there is a proposition under 
foot to form an immense banking 
trust, which would include one of the 
principal banks in each important city 
of the country. | 
The proposition looks plausible, and 
in these days of gigantic combinations 
would probably not excite any partic- 
ular amount of wonder, but it is 


easy to see that such a combination 


would be, in some respects, the most 
dangerous to the country at large of 
any that have yet been formed, or 
Suggested. As was said by a local 
banker, whose opinion on the subject 
was sought, local banks of standing 
would not care to be dictated to from 
New York. They are in a position 
to understand better local conditions, 
and are therefore better able to di- 
rect the policy of the bank than any 
one could do so far away. It is 
claimed, by those who favor the plan, 
that so large an institution would be 
able to conduct the banking business 
of the country with less liability to 
loss, but on the other hand, it is evi- 
dent that, if a run were to occur on 
one of the branches of the big bank- 
ing trust, others would surely be pre- 
cipitated, wherever it was engaged 
in business, so that the temporary 
embarrassment of a bank, say in Los 
Angeles or Seattle, might result in a 
national panic. 

So far as the interests of the gen- 
eral public are concerned, it cer- 
tainly appears desirable that each 
banking institution should stand 
upon its own bottom. 7 : 


DUBIOUS DEAL. 


It is questionable whether the 


great Atlantic steamship combine, en- 
gineered by J. Pierpont Morgan, 
which has been the subject of so many 
doleful articles in British papers, is 
really such an unfavorable deal for 
the British, after all. As an American 
financial journal, the United States 
Investor, recently pointed out, it 
may be quite otherwise. The parties 
who engineered the deal will come out 
all right, of course, pocketing a com- 
mission of many millions, but whether 
the American stockholders of the deal 
will do so well remains to be seen. 
As the Investor points out, the syn- 
dicate paid a very high price for 
these ships—far more than their in- 
trinsic value—just at a time when the 
shipping business of the world is 
faced with the probability of a glut 
of tonnage, ,owing to the closing ot 
the war in South Africa, and the 
practical ending of the troubles in the 
Orient. Therefore, it may be th 
British rather than the American 
who will have cause to congratulat 
themselves on this deal. 

Again, as to the question of ocean 
supremacy, from a national stand- 
point, which has been the cause of 
much anxious comment on the other 
side of the water, a significant dis- 
patch from London appeared in the 
papers a couple of days ago, stating 
that Morgan has made an offer to 
the British government. under the 
terms of which the government can 
secure all the vessels in the combine 
under the British flag, for a term of 
years, which would allow them to 
carry members of the naval reserve 
then as now. Possibly this ig the 
outcome of that half-hour’s confiden- 
tial chat which Morgan is reported 
to have had with King Edward, at 
Ambassador Choate’s dinner party, in 
London, a few days ago. 

Such an arrangement as is sug- 
gested might lead to some curious 
complications, in case of the very re- 
mote contingency of a war between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Meantime, it would be well to pause 
before we point to this deal as an- 
other triumph of American financter- 


ing—except for the few persons who 
engineered the deal. 


HURCH AND STATE. 

A recent dispatch from Rome to 
a London News agency said it is un- 
derstood that, with ‘the exception of 
one cardinal, the members of the com- 
mission which will examine the prop- 
ositions presented to the Vatican, 
relative to civil government of the 
Philippine Islands, in connection. 
with ecclesiastical affairs in the archi- 
pelago, are in favor of the regulation 
of the church in the same manner as 
obtained when the islands were under 
Spanish sovereignty. 

A more recent dispatch from Rome 
reports the complete success of the 
negotiations between Judge Taft and 
the Vatican, it being stated that 
four out of five cardinals composing 
the committee favor the government's 
proposals. 

In this connection it should, be un- 
derstood that the object of Judge 
Taft's mission to the Vatican was to 
come to an amicable understanding 
regarding the purchase of tte friar 
lands in the Philippines. The infer- 
ence carried by the dispatch that 
there could possibly be any thought 
of negotiations between the United 
States and the Vatican regarding the 
conduct of ecclesiastical affairs in the 
islands is misleading. 

Certainly, no proposition based on 
a regulation of ecclesiastical affairs 
in the Philippine Islands in the same 
manner as prevailed when the islands 
belonged to Spain would, or should, 
obtain the sanction of the United 
States. It is a well-known fact that 
the conduct of the friars in the Phil-

CRAZED BY A CAR. 


Narrow Escape from Death of Two 
Government Employees—Both Hurt, 
but not Dangerously.

OMMON serse teaches us, and all 
human experience demonstrates, 
that it is a waste of time and en- 
ergy to argue a question in controversy 
or to present proofs on either side, be- 
fore the vital issue has been clearly 
defined, and that this can only be done 
by a logical process of exclusion or 
elimination of all irrelevant side is- 
sues. Students of English common law 
jurisprudence understand this process 
better than any other class of contro- 
versialists, for in the evolution of the 
system of practice in common law 
courts the process has been reiuced to 
a science. The “pleadings” in a case 
at law are nothing more nor less than 
the steps taken in the logical process of 
eliminating extraneous or irrelevant 
matter, for the purvose of clearly de- 
fining the issue between the parties liti- 
gant, and thus determining the nature 
of the evidence admissible on either 
side. Thus, A sues B for tresspassing 
upon the property of A by lug over 
it in going to „ad em t nouse M 
B. The latter may answer the com- 
plaint of A by admitting the act -om- 
plained of, but pleading that he has a 
right of way over the property srante¢ 
by A in a deed for that purpose. To 
this A may answer that he admits that 
B has a certain paper purporting to be 
a deed for a right of way over the 
land, but alleges that said paper was 
drawn and signed by a third party as 
his agent, when, in fact, the latter had 


no authority to act as such agent in 


matters affecting real estate tities.

B may then admit that the deed in 
question was made by C as agent for 
A, but alleges that C was in ion 
of full authority to act for A in matters 
affecting the title to real estate. The 
latter allegation directly traverses that 
of A, who avers that C had no author- 
ity client to bind his principal in 
real estate transactions; and thus the 
issue is joined. The merits of the case 
center in the question of C's authority 
to bind his principal, and this may be 
a purely legal question whicn the judge 
can decide. 
CORE OF THE ARGUMENT. 

This is a crude but simple illustration 
of the logical methods by which courts 
of common law eliminate, step by step, 
all irrelevant side issues, and bring 
the parties litigant at once to a dis- 
cussion of the real and only vital ques- 
tions involved. Thus, in the case sup- 
posed, neither proofs nor argument 
were required at any step in the pro- 
ceedings until the vital issue was de- 
veloped by the process of exclusion, and 
what seemed at first to be a plain case 
of one man flagrantly 
rights of another turns out to 
question as to the validity in law of 
the acts of a third party. 

Unfortunately, polemists, that ig to 
say, those of them who have the Len 2 
mind and conscience in their especial 
keeping in matters of religious and 
philosophical controversy, cannot be 
compelled to be logical or to define an 
issue, or to confine themselves to its 
discussion when it is defined. If they 
could about 99 per cent. of all that has 
been written on the various subjects of 
popular controversy would never have 
seen the light.

WHOLESALE HOUSE 
SMOKE AND ASHES. 


Heywood Brothers and Wakefield 
Company Furniture Establishment 
Burned, Entailing Heavy Loss 
Water the Crying Need. 


HE large wholesale furniture es- 
tablishment of the Heywood 
Brothers & Wakefield Company at 
the southeast corner of Seventh and 

Main strets, a branch of one of thg 
greatest furniture companies in the 
world, was destroyed by fire last 
night. Of the good four-story brick 
building, fully stocked with the finest 
‘of furniture, nothing remains except 
the four walls and the lower floor. 
The contents of the first story are al- 
most ruined by smoke and water. The 
total loss is from $140,000 to $150,000. 
The origin of the fire is not known. 
There were only one or two places in 
the entire establishment where fire was 
used in the work, and these were gas 
burners used to heat the varnish in 
the finishing department. They were 
not in use during the later part of 
yesterday afternoon. Employés of the 
company, who are familiar with the 
constructios of the building and the 
distribution of the various departments 
are of the opinion that the fire orig- 
inated from spontaneous combustion 
in the varnish-room. 

WATER SHORTAGE. 

By the time the first fire companies 
reached the scene the flames were 
bursting from the front windows at 
the top of the building. Had the de- 
partment been equipped with a water 
tower, so it could have directed a 
large stream into the heart of the blaze 
at the start,.the loss would have been 
comparatively slight, but the engine 
companies which took water from hy- 
drants above Seventh and Main streets 
nearly cut the supply from the en- 
gines south of Sixth street, and the re- 
sult was such a scarcity of water that. 
the fire got a start which could not 
be checked for hours. 

Seeing that with single streams he 
could do nothing, the Chief ordered the 
combination of the several streams. 81 
amese couplings were used and two or 
three streams were combined and di- 
rected against the fire on the upper 
floors. Meantime the flames had eaten 
their way through the top floor to the 
rear of the building. and dropping 
through an elevator shaft, ignited the 
goods on the second and third Goose | 
and endangered the buildings in t 
rear. To save these the firemen Iaid 
lines of hose over them and wetted 
adjacent structures. 

An hour after the fire was discov- 
ered it was seen that it would be con- 
fined to the building in which it orig- 
inated, and the work of the firemen 
was directed to saving the lower floors. 
At first it appeared that the fire would 
be confined to the two upper s 8. 
The flames crept into the second story 
through an elevator shaft, and before 
the third floor had been touched by 
the flames the second story was burned 
out. This, communicating with the 
third floor and spreading to the front, 
left only the ground floor untouched by 
the flames. 

It was not until three hours after it 
started that it was under control, and 
then the three upper floors had been 
practically destroyed. . 

LIVES RISKED. 


Handicapped by scarcity of water 
and unable to reach the heart of the 
flames with the stream, the firemen 
tried to take their lines into the in- 
terior of the upper floors. This work

ATROCIOUS CRIME. 


Thomas Gorman Murdered by His 
Brother and Wife and His Little 
Daughter is Missing. 3 

‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 
HIATTVILLE (Neb.) June 17.—James 
Gorman and his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Thomas C. Gorman. were arrested yes- 
terday charged with the murder of 
the latter's husband.

A technical description of the ma- 
chinery and manifold. processes em- 
ployed in the conversion of wheat or 
corn into flour or meal would not in- 
terest the lay reader. Suffice it to say 
that in the main warehouse of the Los 
Angeles Farming and Milling Com- 
pany. the wheat is dumped upon en 
endless belt, 150 feet long and {fourtcen 
inches wide, which operates beneath 
the floor and conveys the grain through 
a tunnel under the ra lroad track, into 
the basement of the mill. Here it is 
caught up by the buckets of an endless 
chain elevator and hoisted into the 
hopper scales on the first floor, where 
it is- weighed, 400 bushels at a time. 
From the scales it goes to the clean- 
ing department, where it is run 
through a series of receiving separa- 
tors, where all the coarse dirt, straw, 
chaff, immature grains, etc., are elim- 
inated.

The fact should be known to all who 
Wish to have an intelligent opinion 
upon this subject, that the estimated 
consumption of sugar in the United 
States for the current year, is 2,535,000 
tons, while the crop of Cuba is placed 
at 800,000 tons! If the beet-sugar in- 
dustry is seriously threatened by the 
proposed slight reduction in the tariff 
on this product, so that it cannot 
stand the closer competition implied 
thereby, it is certainly apparent that 
the enthusiasts over the future of the 
beet-sugar business, who prophesy 
hopefully of the time when the United 
States (or California,) can produce all 
that is required for home consump- 
tion, are the dreame of iridescent 
dreams; for the days the industry 
are, by their own argument, already 
numbered! 

Neither is the writer unable to di- 
vest his mind of the idea that the beet- 
sugar combination in the United States 
is something of a trust also. It was 
brought into being by a bounty of 
2 cents per pound on its output, and 
its existence was “threatened” when 
that bounty was removed. It was 
“threatened” again when Hawall was 
admitted to our Union, but still per- 
sists in prospering. And it does pros- 
per; it produces sugar at an actual 
cost of 4 cents per pound laid down 
in New York, and the cost to the con- 
sumer near the factory is 4% cents— 
5 cents, indeed, until very recently. It 
is an industry that thrives when 
threatened. The writer regrets that 
our representatives from this Coast 
are lined up against the President's 
policy; he regrets it as an American 
and as a Republican.

HIGHLAND. 
LIGHT ORANGE CROP. 

HIGHLAND, June 17.—Within the 
past ten days it has become apparent 
that the coming orange crop will be 
short. Owing to the unusualiy cool 
weather of spring the trees were fully 
a month late in blooming, but it then 
seemed that no harm would result, as 
the blossoms were abundant and were 
followed: by a remarkably full set- 
ting of fruit. Had continuous warm 
come at that time it is believed that 
ail would still have been well; but 
it did not and it is now generally con- 
ceded that a much greater percent- 
age than usual of the young fruit has 
fallen. Much of that yet on the trees 
is of such a pale color as to show that 
it will drop soon. If the situation in 
other districts is the same the crop 
for the coming season will not exceed 
that of the one just closing, notwith- 
standing the increased size of the trees. 
Orchards on heavy solls and those 
which have been liberaily fertilized 
are holding their fruit best, while those 
on light soils are practically bare. 

HIGHLAND BREVITIES. 


Capt. E. 8. Frye, a retired mariner 
who is growing oranges here, has in- 
vented and applied for a patent on a 
vehicle axle which can be greased 
without removing the wheel. The axle, 
which is believed to be unique, is hol- 
low and has perforations connecting 
the interior cavity with the grcove 
on top.

IVERSIDE COUNTY'S 
BIG WEALTH GAIN. 


HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS AHEAD 
OF LAST YEAR. 


Forty-two Thousand More Acres. of 
Assessable Land—Chamber of Com- 
merce Indorses Bond Proposition for 
Building a New Courthouse, 5 


RIVBRSIDE, Jnue 17.—The county as- 
sessment roll, just completed, furnishes 
material for an interesting comparison 
of the figures of last year and this. 
The total valuation of all taxable 
property, aubject to changes — may 
be made py the County of 
Equalization, is $10,417,276. Last year 
it was $10,077,452, showing an Increase 
of $339,824. This does not include the 
personal property that is unsecured on 
real estate. The number of dcres of 
assessable land in the county this year 
is 911,773.49, an increase of some 42,- 
000 acres over last year, owing to the 
turning in of large tracts of railroad 
lands, which were sold to parties who 
took scrip and deeded the land back 
to the government. The valuation of 
acreage property, other than city and 
town lots, is $5,173,107, a decrease of 
$73,644 from last year’s figures, due 
to the fact that the assessable valuation 
on the dry farms has been reduced 
from $8 to $16 an acre. The improve- 
ments on acreage property are as- 
sessed at $2,048,415, an increase of $166,- 
98f over last year. The city and 
town lots are valued at $1,106,719, and 
the improvements thereon at $1,418,440, 
an increase of over $200,000 over last 
year’s figures. The property of the 
county is particularly emphasized jn 
the matter of mortgages. The mort- 
gages in 1901 amounted to $874,025. Tnis 
year the amount is $677,129, a decrease 
of $196,896, or over 20 per cent.

The resolu- 
tions recite that several grand juries 
have declared the present quarters 
used for county purposes to be totally 
inadequate and unsafe; that the valu- 
able books and records of the county 
should be properly housed and pro- 
tected and that the county can own its 
own Court house with little or no in- 
crease in the taxes to be paid by prop- 
erty owners. The suggestion that the 
county own its own Courthouge is, 
therefore, commended to the voters as 
worthy of their support. The bond 
election will be held July 8 through- 
out the county.
